The Business Which Will Probably Be Dis- 
posed Of, 

WASHINGTON, January 16.—The unfinished 
business of the senate is a bill providing for the 
creation of the agricultural experiment sta- 
tions. ‘(his measure, and the bill prohibiting 
the members of congress from acting as rail- 
read attorneys, are expected to consume most 
ofthe time of the senate, not devoted to ap- 
propriation bills, and to secret sessions, dur- 
ing =e the coming week. The = ar- 
my and pension appropriation bills 
are on the calendar, ready for the consideration 
of the senate, and the sundry civil bill is ex- 
peeted to be brought out of the committee in 
season for action before the end of the week. 

The executive calendar of nominations 
ried frem the committees, is said 
tobe a long one, but it is thought that 
few of _ the cases will provoke 
The conference report upon the 
count bill, which is likely to be brought 
up fer action Monday or Tuesday, will probably 
not copsume much time.

THE PARALLEL FOUNDERED.

A Disastrous Marine Accident on the Pa- 
cific. 


SAN FrRANcTSCO, January 16.—The schooner 
Parallel, with 10,000 pounds of giant powder 
on board, went ashore last night at the south- 
erly end of Point Lobes, inside the famous set 
of rocks, ard opposite Cliff house, near this 
city. After being abandoned by her crew, she 
sounded on the rocks until the eargo blew up 
with a tremendous explosion, the effect of 
which was frightful. The signal station was 
completely demolished, the life saving station 
was wrecked, and the west side of the Cliff 
house, notwithstauding its elevation, was 
blown out, and every window pane 
in the building broken. The large 
concert room on the beach, and other buildings 
lower down, all had their windows broken, and 
were otherwise damaged. The long earriage 
shed, adjoining ihe Cliff house, was tumbied in 
amass of ruins Adolph Sutro’s conservatory 
on the heights above, was shattered to atoms, 
and all the windows in his house broken. 
Three members of the life saving crew, 
who had built a fire on the 
beach, -and had decided to 
near the wreck, were huried into the air by the 
concussion, and severely injured by beingdashed 
to the earth. ‘The remaining members of the 
crew, who had returned to the station, rushel 
to the rescue of their injured companions, 
They carried them to the station, where medi- 
cal aid was summoned, and everything neces- 
sary to relieve their suffering was done. The 
limbs of one of the injured men, Horace Smith, 
were so frightfully disjointed as to make his 
suilerings intense, and for a time his life was 
dispaired of. ‘Iwo others, Charles Rogers and 
John Wilson, escaped with less serious injuries. 
Captain Hayslop, in command of the life 
saving station, describes the explogion as fol- 
lows: 

At one o'cleck the sleepers were thrown from 
which made 
them think thata great earthquake had upheay- 
ed the cliff, or a tidal wave had swept up from the 
Pacific. A great wave dashed up, and yaulted 
over Cliff house building. The whole shore and 
the cliff literally trembled and shook as no earth- 
quake has shaken the earth for years. The peo- 
ple were rudely thrown from their beds by the force 
of the explosion, and furniture and beds were toss- 
ed and heaped about the rooms. 

The famous Cliff house firesents a scene beg- 
garing deseription. The west side of the 
building overlooking the ocean, is completely 
ruined, being held together only by cross 
beams. The windows are smashed and the 
doors twisted off their hinges. 

The building is in such a seattered condition 
that all that is left of it will have to be taken 
down, if it dees not topple over imto the 
ocean.

Jersky City, January 16.—One hundred 
and fifty strikers made some disturbance and 
drove away the other laborers at the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad company’s yard at Harsimus 
cave, Jersey City, today, The situation at the 
other railrozd yardsand coal dock is unchang- 
ed. No disturbances were reported during the 
day. ‘Lhe coal companies have announced 
their intencion of resuming work with 
or Without their former eim- 
pleves, tomorrow morning. Jersey City 
police haye received instructions to remain at 
the station house when not on patrolduty,until 
further orders. ~The patrol wagons wiil be 
provided to transfer officers in case of disturb- 
ances arising. Thereis no change, whatever, 
in the strike at Lorillard & Co’s. tobacco works, 
and none of the 3,500 idle employes will re- 
sume work tomorrow. Efforts will be made 
tomorrow to adjust the differences between 
the firm and its employes, andit is believed 
that the strike will beshort-lived.

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SERFS IN SIBERIA. 


HOW POLITICAL PRISONERS AND 
CRIMINALS ARE PUNISHED. 


Rich {Involufitary Emigrants—-Tie Vast Army of 
Exiles—Weery Mareh of 4,000 Miles—De- 
tails of the Journey-—Good Guards 
ana kad — Tyvausnical Usage. 


- For nearly two centuries Siberia has been fa- 


mous, or infamous—writes Thomas W. Knox 
in the Cleveland Leader—as a place of banish- 
ment for those who offend against the social or 
political laws of Russia. Peter the Great began 
the transportation of criminals to Siberia in 
1710; previous to that date the counfry had 
been used as aland of banishment for officials 
whom the government wished to get out of the 
way without putting themto death, but the 
number of these deperted individuals was not 
large. Ever since Peter’s day the work of ex- 
iling criminals to Siberia has been kept up; 
the’ ordinary travel of this sort is about 10,000 
annually, and sometimes it reaches as high as 
12,000 to 13,060, Outside of this deportation is 

that of revolutionists, nihilists and others 

who offended politically rather than crimi- 

nally, though any opposition to the 

autocratic power of the czar is likely to 

be regarded as criminal in the eyes of the Rus- 

sian government. Aftér every revolution in 

Poland the number of exiles is rapidly 

augmented ; inthe year following the revolt 

of 1863 24,000 Poles were sent ito Siberia, and 

for two cr three years afterwards there were 

from 10,000 to 20,000 unhappy lovers of inde- 

pendence who traveled the same route. 

Sometimes the political prisonérs are mingled 
with the criminals, but ordinarily they are 
kept apart. In former times the prisoners were 
compelled to walk to their destinations, and 
the jcurney from St. Petersburg to the re- 
gions beyond Lake Baikal, a distance of 
nearly 4,000 miles, occupied two years and 
sometimes more, and many of the exiles 
lied on the road from fatigue and privations. 
It was found more economical to transport the 
offenders in wagons or sleighs, or by rail and 
steamboat when possible, than to require them 
to walk, and for the last twenty years or more 
five-sixths of the exiles haye been carried in 
this way. At points varying from ten to twen- 
ty miles apart along the great road through 
Siberia there are houses forthe lodgment of 
prisoners at night; they afford a shelter from 
the weather but very little else, as they are al- 
ways badly ventilated and very dirty, and occu- 
pants sleep on the bare floor or benches, without 
any other covering than the clothes 
they wear. Sometimes in summer the 
officer in charge of a convoy of prisoners will 
permit them to sleep out of doors at night in- 
stead of entering the filthy stations, but in 
such a case he requires the personal promise 
of every exile in the convoy that he will 
make no attempt to escape, and he further 
makes the whole party responsible for indi- 
vidual conduct. Under such circumstances if 
one of the prisoners should violate his patrol 
and run away, no further favors would be 
shown to the rest, and they would be put on 
low rations of foed and othérwise punished. 
It is needless to la} they take good care that 
the promise is kept. This privilege is accord- 
ed only to the convoysof political offenders; 
the criminal classes are not considered worthy 
of such confidence in their honor. 

Prisen life in Siberia isof many varieties, 
according to the offenses of different individ- 
uals and the sentences which have been de- 
creed in their cases. The lowest sentence is to 
simple hanishment for three years, and the 
highest to hard labor for life. The simple 
exile without imprisonment is appointed to 
livein acertain town,district or province, 
and must report to the police at stated inter- 
vals. He may engage incertain specified oc- 
copations or rather in any occupation which 
is not on the prchibited list; for example, he 
may teach musicor painting, but may not 
teach languages, as they afford the opportunity 
for propagating revelutionary ideas. He 
may become merchant, farmer, mechan- 
ie, contractor, or- anything else of 
that sort, and it not infrequently happens that 
exiles enjoy a degree of prosperity in their 
new homes that they did not haye in European 
Russia. Exijlesand their sons have become 
millionaires in Siberia; a former Vanderbilt, of 
Irkoutsk, the capital of eastern Siberia, was 
the son of an exile serf; his enormous fortane 
having been gained in the overland tea trade. 
Many exiles beeome so attached to Siberia 
that they remain there after their term of 
banishment is ended, but it should be under- 
stocd that their eases arethe exceptions rather 
than the rule. The wife and immatare chil- 
dren of an exile may follow or accompany him 
at the expense of the government, but cannot 
return to Europe until his term of gervice 
has expired. ‘The object of exile is to furnish 
a population to this sparsely inhabited region, 
and it goes without saying that a family man 
is much more likely te be a good citizen when 
bis wife and children are with him than when 
they are thousands of milesaway. The name 
of “prisoner” or “exile” is never applied to 
the banished individuals. In the language of 
the people they are called ‘‘unfortuaates’ and 
in official decuments they are termed “invol- 
untary emigrants.” 

Of those sentenced to forced labor 
some are ordered to become colonists; 
they are furnished with the tools and 
materials for building a house on a plot 
of ground allotted to them, and for three years 
can receive rations from the nearest govern- 
ment station, but when the three years have 
expired they are expected to support them- 
selves. If they were sent to the southern and 
therefore fertile parts of Siberia, their lot 
would not be a severe one, but the most of 
these colonists are assigned to the northern 
jegions, where the support of life from tilling 

. Un@-soil or from hunting and fishing is a matter 
of great difficulty. Those who are kept in 
prison and sentenced to bard labor are em- 

‘ployed in mines, mills, foundries, or on the 
public roads: many of them wear chains which 
extend from a girdle around the waist to each 
ankle, and effectually preclude the possibility 
of running away. Their life is a hard one, as 
their food is coarse and often limited in quan- 
tity; it is bad enough under kind-hearted 
overseers and superintendents, and terribdle 
when the masters are cruel, which happens al- 
together too often. In the time of the first 
Alexander and. the Emperor Nicholas, the 
treatment of the prisoners in Siberia was more 
severe than at present, even today there is 
great opportanity for amelioration.

The Bride of Roland Bonaparte, the Mil- 
liner’s Sen. 

Paris letter in New York World: 


Who would have imagined that quiet,ser! 
esd Roland Bonaparte thought of ‘ating wats 
himself a wife? And who would have dreamed 
that om ambitious Prince Jerome would 
give his daughter to the son of his despised 

cousin, Pierre, and, worse than all,*to the sou 
of the milliner, Clemence Ruflin. But, aston- 
ishing as the proposed marriage between Prince 
Rolac.d and his cousin Letitia may seem, every 
French paper says the wedding will soon take 
place at Montecalicri in the presence of 
relatives and friends. Lucien Bonaparte, 
brother of Napoleon JI. and  grand@- 
father of Roland, was excladed 
from the imperial inheritance be- 
cause Of his marriage with Mile. Alexandrine 
de Bleschamps. The emperor wished only 
royal alliances for his brothers, but, more hon- 
orable than his Jerome, Lucien preferred not 
to divorce his legitimate wife, and he was re- 
warded by banishment. 

Mme. Lucien Bonaparte, who wasa woman of 

great intelligence, after the death of her hus- 
band, signed “Veuve Bonaparte, Lucien, nee 
DeBleschamps.” Her son Pierre always called 
himself Prince, although he had net the 
slightest right to the title; never very friendiy 
with Napeleon IIi., the indifference of the 
cousins became positive hatred when 
Pierre announced his intention of marryi 
Mile. Ruffin, daughter ofa mechanic in the 
Faubourg Saint Antoine. Good and beautiful 
as was this young gir), winning the emperor's 
consent was impossible; consequently there 
was a secret marriage at the church of Saint 
Germain l’Auxerrois,in 1853, I think. Only 
in 1867 did the civil marriage take place. 
- How can Pierro Bonaparte’s son forget the 
auisery of his early years, when he and his 
sister were often obliged to beg bread from au 
humble friend, when the Bonapartes, Jerome 
included, considered Pierre’s branch of the 
family a disgrace, and consented to give 
assistance only on condition that the chil- 
dren leave France. To each offer of her 
husband’s relatives Princess Pierre replied, 
“My children are French.” Brave and unaid- 
ed in her struggles, the poor mother was at 
last recompefised, for Duruy, a minister who 
owed everything to Napoleon III $said, “Any 
unfortunate Bonaparte deserves myassistance,” 
ard gained admission for Roland at the Lycee 
Louis le Grand, afterward at the military 
school of Saint Cyr. From the latter the 
young prince graduated with high honors. 

About this time Roland, who was in the 
habit of accompanying his sister Jeanne to 
and from the studio where she worked, met 
Marie Blanc, her devoted friend. The ac- 
quaintance ripened, and the dearest wish of 
Jeanne was realized, for the heiress of 
Monte Carlo fame married the penniless 
prince. The few ycars remaining to Princess 
Roland upon earth were spent in ian to 
her husband’s family. To the Princess Jeanne, 
on the occasion of her marriage with the Mar- 
quis de Villeneuve Esclapon, she gave an im- 
mense dot, and on the Princess Pierre she set- 
tied a sum of money sufficient toprevent an- 
xiety for the rest of her life. In July, 1882,a 
daughter was born to the young princess, 
and the ist of August the same year Roland 
Bonaparte was a widower. Since the death of 
his wife he hes lived quietly in a beautifal 
houee, Cour-la-Reine, Paris. is tastes are 
studious, and recently the Trocadero museum 
bas acquired acurious ethnographicalffcollec- 
tion brought from New Guinea by explorers

has the ng of a soldier, and when he dis- 
covered that with his name he cotld not hope 
for advancerientin the army Iam sure not 
even his friends realized that the cherished 
ambition of his life was blighted. 

Evidently Prince Jerome considers an income 
of $160,000 more desirable than a royal alliance 
for his daughter, and he seems willing to over- 
lock the fact that the children of the Orleans 
princes are destined to sit upon thrones. 

Princess Letitia, who is now about twenty 
ycars old, left France when she was little more 
than a baby, but she speaks French without an 
accent. A gay girlhood was impossible 
with a mother so austere as the Princess 
Clotilde; but, although Letitia possesses the 
good qualities of her mother’s rege her dis- 
position is more in sympathy with the gay life 
of her father. In appearance, too, she is a 
Bonaparte, and has nothing of the plainness of 
feature which characterizes the princess of 
Savoy. 

The Empress Eugenie, who has just arrived 
in Italy, approved. of the marriage, and has 
promised Letitia a large dot and all her jewels. 
More than this, itis she who will undertake 
the removal of obstacles thrown in the way by 
King Humbert. This will require great 
persuasive power, for the ing 
of Italy was never very well disposed to- 
wards his brother-in-law Jerome, and % 
more than hostileto Monte Carlo, from the 
profitsof whose gambling-tables Roland has 
derived his wealth. Koland’s little daughter, 
who is one of the richest heiresses in Europe, 

receives 23,000,000 a year as her portion of the 
spoils. Humbert, aside from principle, opposes 
Monaco (Monte Carlo) becanse it drains the 
wealth of Itaky, and he has done everthing in 
his power to suppress the gambling houses. 
Should the empress succeed in her negotiations 
Roland Bonaparte will be nephew of the kings 
of Italy and Portugal and cousinsof the Or- 
leansand Hapsburgs. Itis said that Victor 
will not fail to witness his sister's marriage. 
and it may be that this event will lead to the 
reconciliation of father and son. As Princess 
Mathilde has said many times; “Victor only 
needs a few more years or a little coaxing te 
bring him to his senses.” Bringing “him to 
his senses,” in the mind of his aunt, means sub- 
mission to his father and devotion to the Bona- 
partes—i. e., devotion to Jerome. 

The Bonapartes are not parvenus, as many of 
us in childhood were led to believe. Their lin- 
eage can be traced to the latter halfof the ninth 
century. Te dix des Cadolinge, count pf Pis- 
toja, the first ancestor of whom anything is 
known, was father of Cunerad, second count of 
Pistoja, whose family name was Buonaparte. 
He was born in 922, and for several hundred 
years his descendants lived in Tuscany. When 
the family became almost extincfthe last mem- 
ber went to live in Corrica, perhaps at Ajaccio, 
where the Bonaparte was born. The Bona- 
partes have several titles, among them Prince 
di Canine, Prince di Musignano, Prince Bona- 
parte du Saint Siege, etc

“None, that I am aware of,” said one gentle- 
man, “but there ought to be. By constracting 
a reservoir near the the Macon and Western 
railroad embankment, where the little branch 
is crossed by the railway line, a sufficient quan- 
tity of water might be procured from the never 
failing springs at the source of the stream 
to supply the necds of the home. 
A small engine placed there 
would raise the water to a tank erected at 
some convenient spot on the grounds, and from 
that tank the water would be conveyed in 
pipes all over the buildings. It could be used 
for washing, laundry and kitchen purposes 
and in case of fire, hose could be attached and 
the water used toextinguish the flames.” 

“Why not use the city water from Tuft’s 
springs?” 

“Well, in the first place, it would costa 
large sum to put down the mains, and then, 
it is my opinion that the site of the home is at 
such an elevation that the conveying 
the water there would prove very expensive. 
Fam in favor of furnishing ample protection 
against fire, and of having an abundance of 
water on the premises. I believe strongly in 
the adage that cleanlinses is akin to godli- 
mess, and most especially is this applica le to 
institutions of that class. Unless plenty of 
water is available, filth will accumulate, and 
breed disease germs which are all too ready 
to spread among those whose vitiated blood 
ard enfeebled constitutions are the result of 
poverty and degradation.”

Rome Bulletin: There is intense excitement 
in real estate circles.

B. Parks has paid $1,050 fora lot out there 
which sold a short time ago for $300. Men are 
going about in every direction seeking to get 
options. One man leaves here to-morrow 
morning, and when he returns will have $10,- 
000 to invest in real estate. Mr. M. L. Flowers 
is offered $1,000 for property that he vainly 
tried to sell for $500 a-month ago. Besides the 
Forrestville two other groups of local capitalists 
are taking options and in a few days will close 
trades for large tracks of land. There will be 
another land company on the east side of the 
city and still another on the west. One of 
them will build a large furnace. At first it 
was thought that outside money would be 
needed but local capitalists are combining so 
rapidly, manifest such readiness to put in their 
money, that for the present there seems to be 
money enough for immediate needs. It is un- 
derstood that Mr. Morris, of Birmingham, and 
Mr. O’Brien, of the same place, are interested 
in one of the syndicates. One of these gen- 
tlemen was heard to temark last night that 
there would be big developments in a few 
days. There is something else on 
foot for Forrestville, but the interested parties 
are very close-mouthed and are evidently 
working to secure the necessary land before 
they let out the secret. ‘The real estate excite- 
ment is already upou us, and property, espec- 
ially in the suburbs, is advanciug rapidly. The 
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walks that used to slope gently toward the river ty selected its three chanipion debaters to rep-

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FIFTY YEARS AGO. 


The Drowning of Dr. Hawthorne in Tallu- 
lah. 
From the Gainesville, Ga., Eagle. 

A gentleman ofthis city has handed u3¢ 
mutilated copy of the “Southern Banner,” pub- 
lished in Athens, in July, 1837. The paper was 
printed with inverted column rules, as an ex- 
pression of mourning for some distinguished 
man who died about that time, but owing to 
the part ofthe paper, in which an account of 
tho death was given, being badly torn and de- 
faced, we can only make out that it was a gen- 
eral and a Georgian whose burname commenced 
witha B. It is probable that some of the older 
citizens of Athens may remember who it was. 
We notice many interesting items which we 
have been able to decipher, among them a 
bank statement signed by James Ca- 
mak, cashier, (the Georgia Railroad and Bank. 
ing company, perhaps), also lists of letters re- 
maining in the postoffices at Athens, Gaines- 
ville, Monroe, Jefferson and two or three other 
places, but the most interesting article is an 
account of the drowning of Rev. Mr. Haw- 
thorne, at Tallulah falls, signed W. We would 
very much like to know the name of the 
author, and trust that some of the older citi- 
zens of Athens or Clarkesville will be able to 
enlighten us. However, the account allude 
to, is as follows: 

CLARKESVILLE, 12th July, 1837.—On the 5th day of 
this inst., the Rev. Mr. Hawthorne, a minister of 
the Presbyterian church, arrived in Clarkesville by 
the stage. He preached in the church at night of 
that day, and the following Sabbath, and gained 
the approbation and almost the admiration of all 
who beard him. Those with whom he became 
partially acquainted during this time, es- 
teemed him asa Christian minister ofthe most 
eminent degree. On yesterday, Mr. Hawthorne, 
with others, went on a visittothe Tallulah falls— 
after the party had closed their excursion at the 
falls, Mr. Hawthorne and some other gentlemea 
concluded to go into a beautiful basin of water be- 
tween two of the falls and bathe—some ladies in 
company, the gentlemen spoken of waited on them 
to some distance, leaving Mr. Hawthorne alone at 
the water, intending to return and bathe with him 
They did return—but only found his ciothing on 
the rocks—he was gone and gone forever. 

It is supposed that he went intothe water and 
from some circumstances unknown, sunk to rise no 
more. The strictest search by a number of gentle- 
men has been made, but the body is not yet found. 
The following lines were composed upon the mel- 
ancholy occasion—one which hasspread a gloom 
over this village, and one which time will never 
erase fron the heart: 


Thy soul, oh, Hawthorne, at thy Maker’s call, 

’Midst the loud thunderings of Tallula’s fall, 

Obedient toog its flight, to heaven above, 

To ever bask in thy Redeemer’s love. 

That though the raging water's boist'rous strife, 

Quick cut the fragile, tender cord of life; 

What though no eye beheld, nor ear did hear, 

Thy sudden exit!—yet thy God was near. 

Methinks amidst the water's roaring din, 

Thy soul collected, and thy thoughts within; 

Upturn’d thine eye to God in humble prayer, 

Laid hold on faith and felt thy Savior near. 

Whilst sinking from this world’s terrestrial shore, 

Down through curling waves to rise no more;

DON’T DESTROY THE SCHOOL,

A minority of the members of the finance 
committee of the lower branch of the state 
legislature is sending over the state its reasons 
for favoring the bi to repeal the act estab- 
lishing a technological school. One of the 
reasons is that the act is unconstitutional and 
the other is tbat it discriminates against the 
great mass of the young men of the state. 
With respect to the first reason it is only ne- 
cessary to Say that it was exhaustively dis- 
cussed when the bill establishing the school 
was before the legislature. If the act is un- 
constitution! let the courts declare itIto be so. 
With respect to the second reason if is strfii- 
cient to say that it is impossible to have 
technological schools at all if they 
ean be had only on condition that they shal! 
offer equal advantages to all the youths of the 
state. Jt is impossible to have schools of that 
kind in every township. The state cannot af- 
ford more than one ertwo, and the youths in 
the neighborhood ofthem will have advan- 
tages over those ata distance. The real ques- 
tion is, shall the state help support a techno- 
logical school? That question has been an- 
swered so gencrally in the affirmative that it 
seeins to be only a waste oftimeto discuss it 
further. The legislature authorized the school 
because the public sentiment demanded it, and 
there is no reasonable doubt that public senti- 
ment still demands it.

You may get all vrour difficulties settled as 
Garibaidi, the magnetic Italian, got his gardens 
made.

I do not know how your theological system 
went to pieces.

say I cannot see, but put it to your other eye, 
the eye of faith,and you will see Christ, and 
He is all you need to see. 

If you can believe nothing else, you certain- 
ly believe in vicarious suffering, for you see it 
almost every day in some shape. Last month 
the steamship Knickerbocker of the Cromwell 
Jine, running between New Orleans and here, 
was in great storms, and the captain and crew 
saw the schooner Mary D. Cranmer, of Phila- 
delphia, in distress. The weather cold, the 
waves mountain-high, the first offieer of- the 
steamship and four men put out in a lifeboat 
to save the crew of the schooner, and reached 
the vessel and towed it out of danger, the 
wind shifting so that the schooner was saved. 
But the five men of the steamship com- 
ing back, their boat capsized, yet 
righted again and came on, the 
sailors coated with ice. The boat capsized 
again, and three times upsetand was righted, 
anda line was thrown the poor fellows, but 
their hands were frozen so they could not grasp 
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sacrifiee of the brave fellows all who can. and 
can We bot appreciate thé Christ who put ont 
ina more bitingcold and intoa more over- 
whelming surge te bring us outof infinite 
peril into everlasting safety? The wave of 
humap hate rolled over Him from one side and 
the wave of heliish fury rolled over Him on 
the other side. Oh, the thickness of the night 
and the thunder efthe tempest into which 
Christ plunged for our reseue ! 

Come in on that one narrow beam, of the 
cross. Letall ese goand cling tothat. Put 
that under you, and with the earnestness of a 
swimmer struggling for his life put out for 
shore. There is a great warm fire of welcome 
already built, and already many, who were as 
far out as you are, are standing in its genial 
and heavenly glow. Theangeis of God’s res- 
cue are wading out into the surf to clutch your 
ba d, and they know how exhausted you are, 
and all the redeemed prodigals of heaven are 
on the beach with new white robes to clothe 
allthose who come in on broken pieces of the 
ship. 

My sympathies are for such all the more be- 
cause I was naturally skeptical, disposed to 
question everything about this life and the 
next, and was in danger of being further out 
to sea than any ef the two hundred and sev- 
enty-six in the Mediterranean breakers, and I 
was sometimes the annoyanee of my theoleg- 
ical professor because I asked so many ques- 
tions. But I came in on aplank. I kuew 
Christ was the Saviour of sinners, and that I 
was a sinner,and I got ashore, and I do not 
propose to go out on that sea again. I have not 
jor thirty minutes discussed the controverted 
points of theology in thirty years. And during 
the rest of my life I do not propose to discuss 
them for thirty seconds. 

1 would rather, in a mud-scow, try to weath- 
cr the worst cyclone that ever swept up from 
the Caribbean than risk my immortal soul in 
useless and perilous discussions in which some 
ofmy brethren inthe ministry are indulg- 
ing. They remind me of a company of sailors 
stunding on the Ramsgate pier-head, from 
which the life-boats are usually launched, and 
coolly discussing the different style of oar- 
locks and how deep a boat ought to set in the 
water, While a hurricane isin full blast, and 
there are three steamers crowded with pas- 
sengers going to pieces in the offing. An old 
tur, the muscles of his face 
working with nervous excitement, cries out: 
‘““Lhis is no time to discuss such things. Man 
the life boat! Who will volunteer? Out with 
her into the surf! Pull, my lads, pull for the 
wieck! Ha! ha! Now we have them. Lift 
them in and lay them down onthe bottom of 
the boat’ Jack, youtry to bringthem too. 
Put these dannels around their hands and feet, 
and I will pull for the shore. God help me! 
There! Landed! Huzza!’ When there are s0 
many struggling in the waves of sin and ser- 
row and wretchedness, let allelse go but sal- 
vation for time and Salvation forever. 

1 bethink myself that there are some here 
whose opportunity or whose life is a mere 
wreck, and they have only a small piece left. 
Ycu started in vouth with all sails set and 
everything promised a grand yoyage, but you 
have sailed in the wrong direction or’ ‘have 
foundered on a rock. You have only a frag- 
ment of time left. Then come in on that one 
plank, “Someon broken pieces of the ship.” 

You admit you areall broken up, one decade 
of your life gone by. two decades, three de- 
cades, four decades, a haif century, perhaps 
three-quarters of a century gone. The hour 
hand and the minute hand of your clock of life 
are almost parallel, and soon. it will 
be twelve and your day ended. Clear discour- 
aged are you? IJ admit it is a sad thing togive 
all of our lives that are worth anything to sin 
and the devil, and then at last make God a 
present of a first-rate corpse. But the past you 
cannot recover. Get on board that old ship you 
never will, Have yeu only one more year 
left, one more month, one more week, one 
more day, one more hour—corife in on that. 
Perhaps if you get to heaven God may let you 
go outon some great mission to some other 
world,, where you can somewhat atone for your 
lack of service in this. 

From many a deathbed I have seen the 
hands thrown up in deploration something like 
this: “My life has been wasted. I had good 
mental faculties, and fine social position, and 
great opportunity, but through worldliness and 
neglect all has gone to waste save these few 
remaining hours. I now accept of Christ, and 
shall enter heaven through His mercy; bat 
alas, alas, that when I might have entered the 
haven of eternal rest with a full cargo, and 
been greeted by the waving hands of a multi- 
tude in whose salvation I had borne a blessed 
part, I must confess I now enter the harbor of 
heaven on broken pieces of the ship.

One of our New England contemporaries 
publishes the advertisement of a young lady 
who offers to furnish poems ‘‘on any sub- 
ject’’ at the moderate price of fifty cents for 
six or eight verses, and one dollar for poems 
of double that length. 

It seems to us that this is cheap enough. 
The prices quoted !contrast very strikingly 
with the rates demanded by one of our cor- 
respondents. The party in question writes 
to us as follows: 

“T am a Writer and being a Writer I desire 
to furnish you with any matter you may 
need, stories, poems, etc. Will gladly 
Write short sketches at $40 a piece.’’ 

Our correspondent, who hails from the 
‘southwest, puts his figures altogether too 
high. Itis out ofthe question for him to 
expect to keep his pen constantly employed 
when his [New England competitor is will- 
ing and anxious to flood the newspapers 
with matter at the rate of one dollar for 
twelve or fifteen verses. 

One naturally feels some curiosity to know 
why literature comes somuch higher down 
this way than up north. There can be but 
one answer. The difference in the quality 
is the only explanation that can be offered. 
It is to be regretted that certain stupid 
economic ideas stand in the way of many 
of our writers. Just at present short 
eketches do not find a ready sale at $40 
apiece. Weare being ruined by the cheap 
brain labor of New England. There is no 
help for it, our writers must scale down their 
prices to the lowest cash basis. 


Henry George and the Catholics. 

Mr. Henry George’s broadside attack on 
the Catholic church is having its natural et- 
fect. It is thought that more than half of 
the voters that supported him in the election 
for mayor of New York city were of the 
Catholic faith, and those voters will un- 
coubtedly refuse to support him any fur- 
ther.

Mr. George is correct when he says that | Mem~his Avalanche: The supreme court of 


the Catholic church has no authority over 
the civil rights of Dr. McGlynn, or over Dr. 
McGlynn as a private citizen. Mr. George, 
however, seems to forget that the relations 
of Dr. McGlynn to his church are net those 
of a private citizen. His church has no 
power nor authority to prevent him from 
exercising his civil rights, but it does have 
the right to dictate the terms on which he 
shall continue to bé a priest of that church, 
All churches have this authority, and they 
do not hesitate to exercise it whenever and 
wherever it seems to be necessary or expedi- 
ent. This power of discipline is necessary 
to and is inherent in all religious organiza- 
tions. 

The right of property in land, which Mr. 
George attacks, is sanctioned hot only by 
the Catholic church, but by all religious 
authority. Presumably, this fact was well 
known to Dr. McGlynn, and he has one 
remedy always open to him if he regards 
the views of Mr. Henry George of more im- 
portance than those of his church authori- 
ties. He can retire from the priesthood and 
become a”Henry George politician. The 
church will then have no sort of authority 
over him, nor will it interfere with his 
career. Itseems to us that Mr. George 
should have thought of these things 
before issuing his tremendous proclamation 
against the church to which more than one- 
balf of his supporters belong.

Mrs. Stanton called 
upon Mrs. Grant during the day and asked if she 
intended to accept the invitation, adding that 
unless Mrs. Grant did she would decline hers;‘‘for,”’ 
said she, “I will not sit withont you in the box 
with Mrs. Lincoln.” ‘Mrs. Grant,” adds 
General jadeau, “also was tired out 
with what she had endured, and 
decided not to goto the play, little dreaming of 
the terrible experience she was thus escaping. 
She determined to go that night to Burlington. in 
New Jersey, where her children were at school, and 
asked the general to accompany her. She sent a 
note of apology to Mrs. Lincoln and Mrs. Stanton 
also declined the invitation. They may both have 
thus saved their husbands’ lives. General Badeau 
pays high tribute to the manly patience of Mr. Lin- 
coln under the domestic trials to which he was sub- 
jecied, and finds much significance in that part of 
the latest Lincoln paper in the Century which al- 
ludes to the pathetic, though rather ludicrous, ex- 
perience of Mr. Lincoln with women previous to 
his unfortunate marriage.

Togetit in this state it 
must be taken from a keg freshly tapped and drank 
on the spot withont much delay, and since women 
of the higher classes in this country do not fre- 
quent localities where beer is kept on tap, they 
never have an opportunity to find out how ‘good 
beer really ‘‘tastes,’’ for bottled beer consumed at 
home is always vastly inferior to keg beer. In 
Munich, however, whichis the paradise of beer 
drinkers, women are as fond of beer as the men, 
because it is considered perfectly proper for the 
best famiiies to visit the festively illuminated 
beer gardens in the evening. In Munich, too, every 
mug and glass has a lid to prevent the gas from es- 
caping toorapidly. This gas must not be con- 
founded with the artificial foam which dishonest 
bartenders produce in a glass by hdfding it far be- 
low the faucet, a practice which not only compels 
the guest to pay for half a glass of empty foam but 
which allows the real gas to escape prematurely. 
Every beer glass in Munich hasa mark up to which 
the liquid must reach by a legal enactment, con- 
sequently little or nofoam is dished up with the 
beer, and the brewers admit that the best beer has 
no foam atthetop. Waiters in pouring out bot- 
tled beer invariably make the mistake of holding 
up the bottle as high as possible so as toget a foam.

There 
is an entire line of double Coops reaching from 
the railroad to Alabama street, made up of 
Plymouth Rocks alone. 
THE ARRANGEMENT OF COOPS, 

The first row encountered by the visitor is 
devoted to geese, ducks and turkeys. It is 
already full and new space will -have to be 
provided for future arrivals. Then comes the 
long line of Plymouth Rocks. Then the Leg- 
borns and Wvyandottes, the Bantams and other 
yarieties in turn. So much space- has 
been already eonsumed and sO 
far beyond the expectation of the association 
has the list of entries increased that the origi- 
nal ball is not now considered large enough to 
gold the chickens alone. Extra space has al- 
ready been provided for the bench show, but 
now it appears as if the geese, turkeys, pigeons, 
ducks, singing birds, pets and part of the 
ehickens also will be crowded out of the main 
ball, in spite of any arrangement of the coops, 
which can be made with a view Of economiz- 
ing space. 

; THE PLYMOUTH ROCKS, 

The dispiay of Plymouth Rocks has already 
reached a point that puts it in advance of that 
of apy other exhibition ever held in the coun- 
try, both for number, variety and fine feather. 
A large proportion of the coops are filled with 
professional show fowls, birds which are no 
novice in exhibiting their perfections to the 
public and bearing otf prizes. There will be 
so many fowls with records to compete with 
that it must be a fine specimen indeed that can 
stand a chance in comparison against them. 
The big turkey mentioned yesterday is now 
no longer unrivaled: he has at least 
two competitors ®f dangerously commanding 
proportions. .Either ofthe three gobblers is a 
wonder which no one could readily believe ex- 
isted without actually beholding. 

GEESE AND DUCKS.

not in reality look bigger or as big, but the 
difference of thickness in their feather coats 
would probably tell on the scales.

and were on the point of advanving thence to 
conquer Boston when the better chances for a 
lig show at Atlanta lured them southward. 

Twenty-four pens of fine fowls were 
receipted for in one lot by Dr. Lind- 
ley yesterday. If this thing continues 
the express company will be foreed to put on 
Fpecial delivery wagons for the accommodation 
of the show.

C, W. Belton, the Texas cowboy, who was 
almost fatally scalded in the East Tennessee- 
Georgia Pacific accident last December a year 


ago, at the seventeen mile tank, was robbed of
